(c) Meetings. All meetings of the 
Board shall be held at the call of the 
Chairman and at such other times 
as the Board may determine. The 
Chairman, or in his absence, ,the 
Acting Chairman, may administer 
oaths and compel the attendance of 
witnesses. All meetings of the Board 
shall be open to the public. The} 
Board shall keep Minutes of its pro-| 
ceedings showing the vote of each} 
member upon every question, or if 
absent or failing to vote, indicating 
such fact, and shall also keep a rec- 
ord of its examinations and other 
official actions.

Notice 
of the Public Hearing shall be given 
by posting one (1) notice thereof on 
or immediately adjacent to, the prov- 
erty inyolved not less than ten (10) 
days prior to the date of the hearing. 
In addition to the posting of notice, 
a post card notice of the hearing 
shal] be mailed not less than ten (10) 
prior to the date of such hear- 
to each property owner having 
property with the frontage on the 
same street or streets, and within 
300 feet of the property lines of the 
property referred to in the applica- 
tion, provided, howevar, that the 
failure of any such propery owner 
to receive such post card notice shall 
not effect the validity of the pro- 
ceedings.
